These drawings are acceptable for 
examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a device for detecting a 
momentary distance between a motor vehicle and an obstacle, the device comprising: a control 
unit and distance sensors, each sensor having a variable detection area. The control unit is 
arranged to adapt the range of the detection areas of each individual distance sensor to lateral 
boundaries of a control unit calculated driving path of the vehicle and the distance sensors whose 
detection area is located completely in the driving path are actuated by the control unit so that 
they operate with maximum range. The method claims are allowable for similar reasons as 
stated above. These along with further limitations set forth by the claims render the application 
allowable over the prior art of record.
